Court Agrees

Supreme Court agreed today to 
rule on the busing of school chil- 
dren to achieve integration in 
the South. 


In a brief order the court said 


it would hear argument Oct. 12 
on school cases from Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg County, N.C., Mo- 
bile, Ala., and Clarke County, 
Ga. 


At the same time the court 


will review a North Carolina 
law that forbids "involuntary" 
busing of children. 


In all, six cases were granted 


review. Together they present 
what the court hopes are all the

remaining school de- 


segregation questions. 


These include the "neighbor- 


hood school concept" and "ra- 
cial balance," as well as busing

Wins Dow 
Jones With 
$5 Putter

CLIFTON, N.J. (AP) - It's 


been a long time between victo- 
ries for Bobby Nichols. It's been 
a long time between putters too. 


Using the same $5 putter he 


used to take the 1964 PGA tour- 
nament, Nichols dropped in a 
10-footer on the 18th hole Sun- 
day for a birdie for the $60,000 
first prize in golf's richest tour- 
nament, the Dow Jones Open. 


That gave him a 69 for the 


day and a 276 for the tourna- 
ment, one stroke better than 
Labron Harris, who only min- 
utes before had sunk a birdie 
putt from almost the same spot 
to tie Nichols. 


"I just hadn't been putting 


well," said the 34-year-old Nich- 
ols, whose last individual victo- 
ry on the tour came in 1966. "I 
figured I might as well try the 
old putter. I've taken it apart 
and put it together a dozen 
times and it looks like a dog 
chewed on it. But I guess it still 
works." 


It worked on that final hole at 


the Upper Montclair Country 
Club, a 600-yard, par-five. Nich- 
ols was only five yards short of 
the green and pitched up to 
about 10 feet away. 


"When I hit it, I thought I left 


it short," he said." I just want- 
ed to hit it hard enough, but it 
felt like I had chewing gum on 
the end of the putter." 


The ball hung on the lip of the 


cup, then toppled in, as Nichols 
threw his club in the air and 
staggered sideways. Harris, sit- 
ting alongside in the scorer's 
tent, didn't look. He said he 
knew all along it would go in. 


"There wasn't any point in 


my watching, there wasn't any- 
thing I could do, said a glum 
Harris, who has yet to win a 
tournament in his six years on 
the tour. 


But the 28-year-old Oklahoma 


State graduate, who holds a 
master's degree in mathemati- 
cal statistics, couldn't be too un- 
happy about the numbers. He 
took home a check for $34,200, 
more than the winner makes in 
most tour tournaments. 


For Nichols, who now plays in 


only about two-thirds of the tour 
tournaments, 
the satisfaction 


was as much in the victory it- 
self as in the money. 


"To tell the truth," he said," I 


know it was $60,000 that I won. 
But it was the satisfaction of 
winning a golf tournament that 
was really the ultimate. When 
you go a couple or three years 
and you don't win, you start 
thinking a little." 


"I've been in position to win 


about four or five times," he 
added. "But either the other 
guy has won it or I've lost it. 
Sometimes you scare yourself 
out of winning. 


Harris and Nichols had start- 


ed the day tied at 209, two 
strokes ahead of youngsters 
John Miller and Larry Hinson 
but with at least nine other 
players, including pre-tourna- 
ment favorite Jack Nicklaus 
within reach of the title. 
As it turned out, they got 
ineir strongest competition from 
Dan Sikes, who just made the 
cut Friday with an even par 144. 


Sikes, who had a 67 Saturday 


fired a four-under-par 68 Sunday 
and at one point was even at 10- 
under for the tournament with 
Harris and Nichols. But he took 
a bogey five at the sixteenth 
hole and said afterwards that if 
he knew he were tied, he would 
have played safer. 


Sikes finished third with a 279, 


followed by Hinson at 280; 
Charles Coody at 2*1, and Mill- 
er, Bruce Devlin, Orville Moody 
and Homero Blancas at 282.

Johnny Vaught, beginning his 


24th season as head coach of the 
Rebels, stunned southern writ- 
ers two years ago when he said 
the lankly redhead could be the 
best athlete at Ole Miss during 
his coaching career. 


Manning, one of the leading 


candidates for the Heisman Tro- 
phy, has lived up to Vaught's 
rave notices, rewriting a record 
book that previously had been 
dotted with such names as 
Charley Conerly, John Dottley, 
Jake Gibbs, Glynn Griff ing and 
Eagle Day. 


The Rebels are favored to 


hand Vaught his seventh South- 
eastern Conference champion- 
ship. Elsewhere in Dixie, Paul 
Dietzel's South Carolina Game- 
cocks are the class of the Atlan- 
tic Coast Conference, Richmond 
is the team to beat in the South- 
ern Conference and Georgia 
Tech, rebounding after three 
straight 44 campaigns, and 
Florida State head the list of in- 
dependents. 


It will be a year of outstand- 


ing quarterbacks in the South, 
with Manning heading the list 
because he is as dangerous run- 
ning with the ball as he is 
throwing. 


The SEC's cast of prime pass- 


ers includes Scott Hunter of Al- 
abama, John Reaves of Florida, 
Pat Sullivan of Auburn, Bobby

Leo Hart of Duke Is the king 


of ACC passers while Tommy 
Suggs ignites a prolific offense 
at South Carolina.

Conference quarterback in 1969, 
returns after placing fifth na- 
tionally in total offense. 


Sophomore Eddie McAshan, a 


Negro, can run and throw and 
has leadership qualities that 
should give him the No. 1 quar- 
terback spot at Georgia Tech. 


Mississippi, 
which whipped 


Arkansas in the Sugar Bowl 
New Year's Day, returns its 11 
offensive starters from 1969 but 
faces problems rebuilding a de- 
fense. However, as one expert 
noted, with Manning the defense 
may be needed only sparingly. 


The SEC annually produces 


five or six bowl teams and this 
year should be no exception. Al- 
though Ole Miss is favored, as 
many as seven teams could win 
the title. 


LSU thundered through, a 9-1 


campaign last year but was 
snubbed by the bowls. Charles 
McClendon's Tigers are ranked 
No. 2 in the conference, but 
could win it all by beating Ole 
Miss Dec. 5 providing they get 
by a pair of rugged road assign- 
ments at Auburn and Alabama.

Q—My 8-tnonth-old daugh- 


ter sucks her thumb con- 
stantly. Will this cause her 
teeth to come in crooked? 
How can I stop this habit? 


A—The gentle insertion of 


the thumb, part way into the 
mouth, with mild sucking, 
is normal in infants up to 2 
or 2% years of age and does 
no harm. But insertion of the 
thumb almost to the wrist 
and v i g o r o u s sucking for 
long periods usually means 


that the baby is overly tired 
or feels neglected, frightened 
or frustrated. This may push 
the upper front teeth out- 
ward and the lower front 
teeth inward. 


If the habit is stopped be- 


fore the permanent 
teeth 


come in, the teeth will grad- 
ually return to normal posi- 
tion. In any case, it is im- 
portant to find and treat the 
cause of the thumbsucking. 
Meanwhile, try to get your 
daughter to use a pacifier 
instead of her thumb. 


Q — Our son, 9, still sucks 


his t h u m b . What do you 
advise? 


A — Any child who persists 


in this habit after he is 
three years old may not only 
distort his teeth but also get 
infections around his thumb- 
nail. He n e e d s the com- 
bined attention of an ortho- 
dontist and a child psychol- 
ogist. 


Q— I am giving my daugh- 


ter, 6, Gantrisin for a kidney 
infection. Could this cause 
her to break out around the 
vulva? 


A — Yes. Your doctor may 


want to switch to one of the 
other urinary antiseptics.

Bank Robberies Have 
Increased Threefold 
Since 1960, FBI Says

have robbed more banks and 
stolen more money than John 
Dillinger could have aspired to 
in his heyday. 


Since 1960, bank robberies 


have increased nearly threefold, 
the FBI says. Despite a drop of 
slightly more than one per cent 
in 1969, says FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover, bank robberies 
are becoming more than ever 
"a major problem facing law 
enforcement." 


"Banking institutions are sus- 


taining mounting monetary loss- 
es, of course, but the more 
alarming problem involves the 
numerous acts of violence in- 


fled with $275. 


"Dashing Dan," so named for 


his fast footwork, is accused of 
robbing 19 New York banks in a 
three-month period earlier this 
year, getting away with $34,000 
without so much as pulling a 


Dan would hand the teller a 


note, warning that he had a gun 
and demanding large denomina- 
tion bills. If the teller hesitated, 
he would say "excuse me" and 
walk away. If the teller com- 
plied, he said "thank you" and 
left with the loot. 


Bank robberies now number 


about 2,000 per year and losses 
run in the millions of dollars, 
according to FBI statistics. The 
most likely victims are branch 
banks or savings and loan of- 
fices in cities of 25,000 popula- 
tion or more, although rural 
banks are still being knocked off 
regularly, the FBI says. 


Despite the dip in 1969, bank 


robbery has increased more in 
the past 10 years than any other 
type of robbery recorded by the

Israel is engaged In A "stren- 
uous dispute" with the United 
States over Israeli charges of 
Egyptian violations of the Mid- 
dle East cease-fire along the 
Suez Canal. 


"As initiator of the proposal, 


the United States promised that 
neither side would be allowed to 
improve its position through the 
cease-fire," she told a meeting 
of the Histadrut, Israel's labor 
federation. 


"Only a few hours passed 


(after the shooting halt took ef- 
fect Aug. 7) and already the 
Egyptians began violating the 
agreement, and these violations 
are still continuing," she said. 


"Israel cannot concede on this 


point and agree to become 
weaker if fighting is renewed on 
the canal."

Young Still 
Has Faith in 
Freedom Inc. 


TEXARKANA, Ark. (AP) - 


Only reporters and out-of-town- 
ers ask Dr. Mitchell Young if 
Freedom Inc., is dead, its na- 
tional president says. 


He gives the same two-part 


answer to both. 


"Freedom Inc. is not dead. 


And we will win." 


There was widespread feeling 


Freedom Inc., was dead, es- 
pecially since Young was beat- 
en in a disputed school board 
race last April. 


He admits his silence since 


losing the April 4 school elec- 
tion and filing a suit contesting 
that election may have led peo- 
ple to believe that Freedom Inc. 
was becoming inactive. 


But, Young says his attorneys 


advised him to remain relative- 
ly silent. 


Although Freedom Inc., start- 


ed as an "antifederal-control-of- 
schools" organization, Young's 
zeal for combating federal pro- 
grams has pushed the organiza- 
tion into the fight against all 
types of federal projects, such 
as Model Cities. 


The stand against Model Cit- 


ies is not an exercise in racism, 
he asserts. "This has nothing to 
do with races. There have been 
attempts in the past to label me 
as anti-Negro. I am not anti- 
Negro, but I am antiblack mili- 
tant and antiwhite liberal." 


He believes—as all members 


of Freedom Inc., vow they do- 
that (1) freedom of choice is the 
best method of student place- 
ment; (2) neighborhood schools 
should be allowed to exist; (3) 
school districts should be local- 
ly controlled; and (4) in order 
to prevent the United States 
from becoming a "socialistic 
police state" federal control of 
education must not be allowed. 


The second largest problem 


facing Freedom Inc., right be- 
hind the federal government's 
grip on schools, is the lack of 
financial support, Young says. 


"I am confident that if we 


had time and resources, we 
could outgrow the NAACP — 
which has 450,000 members and 
is a racists' organization — if 
our people could devote more 
time to the organization," he 
said. 


"Our 
national organization 


has done all it has done on a 
relatively small budget." The 
budget covered the cost of op- 
erating a national headquarters 
here for several months and 
paid for several Freedom Inc. 
trips to Washington D.C. and 
other cities. 


There is a national board of 


directors of 20 men. Young says 
there are chapters in 27 differ- 
ent states.

Saturday night and early Sun- 
day killed 55 South Vietnamese 
and wounded 140, most of them 
civilians. 


Most of the targets Saturday 


night were district towns or gov- 
ernment outposts. The aim was 
to damage the 
South 
Viet- 


namese government's pacifica- 
tion program and keep voters 
away from the senatorial elec- 
tion Sunday. But 4,388,000 per- 
sons, or 67.5 per cent of the 6.5 
million registered voters, cast 
their ballots, the government re- 
ported. 


In ground fighting, U.S. forces 


backed by helicopter gunships 
reported killing 40 enemy sol- 
diers in four clashes Sunday 
south of Da Nang. No U.S. cas- 
ualties were reported in these 
actions. 


The U.S. Command 
an- 


nounced that American troop 
strength in Vietnam dropped to 
402,300 last week, a decrease of 
1,400 from the previous week. 


The authorized U.S. strength 


is to be pared to 384,000 by Oct. 
15 in the fourth phase of Presi- 
dent Nixon's withdrawal pro- 
gram. 


About 25 of the Strategic Air 


Command's 
B52 
bombers 


dropped about 750 tons of bombs 
on North Vietnamese supply de- 
pots and transshipment points 
along the Ho Chi Minh trail in 
southeast Laos. 


For the past three days, about 


70 percent of the B52 missions 
have been in Laos, "to make 
sure there is not any extremely 
large amount of w6r materials 
coming into South Vietnam," 
one source said. 


Despite the intensified air 


strikes, the North Vietnamese 
are still able to push some arms 
and ammunition down the Ho 
Chi Minh trail for use in South 
Vietnam. With Thursday being 
the first anniversary of the 
death of President Ho, some al- 
lied commanders anticipate 
heavy enemy attacks this week. 


In 
Cambodia, 
government 


forces retreated from the garri- 
son town of Srang, 27 miles 
southwest of Phnom Penh, after 
repeated attacks by about 300 
Viet Cong troops, a government 
military spokesman announced. 
He termed the retreat a "tacti- 
cal withdrawal," ordered to es- 
cape the Viet Cong and to per- 
mit planes to bomb the area.
